On Saturday last an engine 
siocked with fuel from the Bren- 
ton Mine was sent <ut to Ver- 
milion, 125 miles distaut, pulling 
a train which carried 700 tons of 
freight. In making the trip the 
engine used 7} tons of coal as 
against 8 tons used of the Leth- 
bridge coal for the same trip 
under precisely the same condi- 
The test showed the coal 
satisfactory in every way, the 
sparking feature being hardly 
noticeable at any stage of the trip, 

Tests will be made of the coal 
from other mines in the vicinity 
before any contract will be offer- 
ed by the company, and the coal 
which shows up best will un- 
deubtediy receive favorable con- 
sideration. 

In the past there has never been 
any question in the minds of 
railroaders or any cne else as to 
the fuel value of Edmonton coal, 
but the objectionable feature that 
presented itself was that it spark- 
ed badly and presented a constant 
menace from fire. Against this 
the Edmonton coal is the cleanest 
coal to be found on the North 
American continent. not even 
barring the hard coal of Pennsvl- 
vania. 

At the present time the Cana- 
dian Northern is importing 800 
tons a day of Lethbridge coal, 
and is firing the whole system 
from here to Winnipeg with it, in |

THE DEMAND OF THE MANUFAC- 
TURERS 

The text of the document 

to the tarriff commission by the 

Canadian Manufecturers Association has 


presented 


been published and affords some inter- 
esting reading. It comprises twelve 
page pamphlet in which the usual high 
tariff arguments are reviewed with ra- 
ther less than the usual ability and 
leaves the general impression that so 
far from making good the far-fetched 
claims of the manufacturers it affords 
no evidence that these gentlemen: would 
be able to make a strong presentation 
of a really good case. 

The pamphlet opens with a general 
survey of the Dominion and its affairs 
during the course of which we are in- 
formed that the welfare of the manufac- 
turers “is dependent entirely upon the 
general welfare and prosperity of the 
whole Dominion.’ The statement is un- 
questionably true but as the introduc- 
tion of an attempt to prove that the 
“general welfare and prosperity of the 
whole Dominion” is dependent on the 
doings and dividends of the manufac- 
turers, it strikes us as a somewhat un- 
fortunate admission. 

The succeeding ‘aragraph depicting 
the generally prosperous condition of 
Canadian Manufacturing industries ap- 
pears equally misplaced in a paper 
whose purpose is to show the dire ne- 
cessity for further protection of those 
industries. It reads: 

“The conditions existing in Canadian 


tariff notions, that he is in a benighted 
condition, does not properly understand 
what ails him and that the Govern- 
ment should adopt the remedy proposed 
for his relief by the more enlightened 
manufacturers. When, how, Or by 
whom the manufacturers were delegat- 
ed spokesmen of the Canadian farme.s 
with authority to disregard or discoun- 
tenance the represertations of the far- 
mers themselves is not revealed. 

The farmer doubtless has troubles of 
his own, probably as many and as ser- 
ious as those of any other class in 
Canada, but why he should be an infer- 
ior judge of the remedy needed is not 
quite clear that the remedy proposed 
by the manufacturers is not the proper 
one is quite evident from the contention 
that our farmers ‘‘Are exposed to keen 
American competition in our own mark- 
ets as United States farm products are 
allowed to come into Canada on pay- 
ment of comparatively low duties.” 
Now if there is a country on earth 
where the iariff ideal of the Canadian 
manufacturer has been and is in opera- 
tion and where the fruits of such po- 


licy:' are manifest that country 
is the United States. If _ there- 
fore a prospective tariff on 
foreign marufactures created a 


“home market’? which ensures a brisk | 
demand and good prices for farm pro- 
ducts, why is the American farmer pre- 
pared to pay even “‘comparat.vely low 
duties’ for the privelege oo: selling 
farm products in an essentially farm- 
ing country? If it be true that un- 
der these circumstances ‘“‘We import 
vast quantities of farm producis from 
the United States that could be grown 
in Canada the‘home market’’ theory 
has apparently failed to accomplisn in 
that country what the manufacturers 
would have vs expect from it in Cana- 
da.

THE TARIFF QUESTION 
Editor of the Bulletin, 
Dear Sir:— 

I was much struck with the excellent 
article in one of your recent. issues 
of the tariff question from the farm- 
ers’ point of view, by Mr. Nector Noel. 
It seems to me it is the only solution 
of the problem and every farmer should 
study to do his best to carry it out, 
namely, ‘‘Pass his taxes along.” 

The farmer—the first producer of 
all that supports the human race—to 
have, as Mr. Noe! says, all the taxes 
of his benefitted fellow-creatures push- 
ed upon him; and he to bear them 
seems beyond all fairness, yet for 
years he has suffered it because he 
has not had the strength of unity. 

Agricultural papers advise bigger 
crops, choicer seeds! Coasting crafts 
as the Provincial Farmers Association, 
Agricultural Societies and kindred or- 
ganizations are doing good work, par- 
ticularly when they have our motto, 
“Equitable prices for all products and 
controlled marketing,’ and every farm- 
er should join one if possible; but, 
though they may help him to get a 
better market or lower rate and im- 
proved legislation, they cannot stay the 
speculatcr and middleman from appro- 
priating these ‘benefits, or help the 
farmer to ‘‘pass his taxes along.’”’” This 
requires an ocean-going barque, an in- 
ternational society, “The Equity Secciety 
of the World.” The Canadian, the 
American, the English; the French, the 
Australian, (this latter country even 
now, I hear, is benefitted by its Equity 
Society) etc., etc. As Mr. Noel says, 
“This society can do this; it was built 
for it!’ 

Is it not a fact that if a number of 
farmers in every province in the Do- 
minion, in England, and other colon- 
ial and foreign countries were agreed 
to stand together and keep in touch, 
we could name our prices and get 
them with controlled marketing, so 
that if we in Alberta found special 
taxes or other expenses occur in our 
business we could raise the price on 
our product. Coasting vessels are nec- 
essary and most useful in their way, 
but how should we be off if we had 
no mighty liners or ocean going ves- 
sels. The iatter could supply the place 
of the former, but not vice versa. 

Let every farmer, therefore, help for- 
ward this society, which is trying to 
help him. 

A thousand or more farmers in Al- 
terta are enrojled with us; 160,000 in 
the States are ready at our call to 
help us. With a like number in the 
other provinces of the Dominion, in 
England, in France, etc., shall we not 

able to take our proper place in 


as will enable us to pass the tuxes 
along ?
